The application has been amended as follows: 

Please amend the TITLE to read as follows: Nucleic acids 
encoding chimeric flavivirus immunogens comprising the Japanese 
encephalitis virus (JEV) prM signal sequence. 



The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance: Upon further reconsideration of Applicant's arguments 
and the prior art, the Examiner has concluded the claims are now 
in condition for allowance. The closest available prior art 

(e.g., see Chambers et al. r 2004, U.S. Patent No. 6,696,281) 
neither teaches nor fairly suggests the claimed invention. 
Chambers and colleagues disclose prM signal sequence/prM-E 
chimeras. However, the prM signal sequence of the yellow fever 

(YF) virus was maintained in these constructs. Moreover, the 
authors further demonstrated that various prM signal sequences 
cannot be arbitrarily combined (e.g., when the prM signal 
sequence of DEN was employed in a YF construct, it failed to 
produce viable virus; see cols. 7 and 8). This teaching also 
fails to suggest or disclose the unexpected properties of the 
JEV signal sequence (e.g., high protection rate following

challenge) . Stocks and Lobigs (1995) examined some of the 
structural features of flavivirus signal peptides. However, this 
teaching fails to disclose the preparation of recombinant 
constructs comprising the claimed signal sequence. Accordingly, 
the claims are unobvious in view of the prior art. The amended 
claims accurately define the applicants' invention and are of 
such scope that the specification provides an enabling 
disclosure. Any comments considered necessary by applicant must 
be submitted no later than the payment of the Issue Fee and, to 
avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the Issue 
Fee.
